The  Executive  Council  Meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  by 
Secretary/Treasurer  Haynes. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  June  17th  Council  Meeting. 

V.P.  Ron  Ferris  made  a  correction  on  these  minutes.  He  asked  for 
Page  6,  Fifth  Paragraph  to  be  corrected  and  to  read  -  A.T.  &  T. 
instead   of  New  England  Telephone. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  as  corrected.    So  voted. 

PRESIDENTS  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  attending  the  Postal  Workers  Convention 
in  Springfield  and  mentioned  more  participation  with  the  Postal 
Workers,  Letter  Carriers  and  the  excellent  job  the  Int'l.  Pres. 
of  Letter  Carriers  is  doing  with  affiliations.  He  went  on  to  say 
that  another  branch  in  Newburyport  had  called  in  to  sign  up.  He 
told  them  that  affiliation  with  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  would 
benefit  them  because  we  can  be  a  centerforce  for  them  on  the 
Hatch  Act  Repeal  activities. 

Pres.  Osborn  attended  a  testimonial  dinner  for  Linda  Chigas  and 
spoke;  attended  a  retirement  part  for  Jim  Nestor. 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  a  meeting  with  Fr.  Boyle,  Cardinal  Law 
and  Exec.  Officers.  The  Cardinal  is  trying  to  develop  a  closer 
relationship  and  we  are  trying  to  educate  him  that  if  there  are 
issues  or  problems  there  should  be  more  communication.  The 
meeting  was  good  and  there  were  exchanges  on  different  views 
between  the  two  organizations.  The  Cardinal  was  very  interested 
in  our  substance  abuse  program  and  there  will  be  a  combined 
effort  on  this  program. 

Pres.  Osborn  spoke  at  a  dinner  honoring  Al  Goldman  sponsored  by 
Histadrut . 

Pres.  Osborn  noted  that  at  the  last  Exec.  Officers  Meeting  that 
Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  mentioned  how  misunderstood  the  State  County  and 
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Municipal  Workers  are.  No  one  talks  about  underfunding  and  yet 
they  expect  the  same  level  of  service  with  more  patients,  etc. 

Pres.  Osborn  went  up  to  Belchertown  with  V.P.  Ollivierre.   This 
facility  is  slated  to  be  closed.   The  workers  are  going  through 
hard  times.   Words  of  encouragement  and  support  were  brought  to 
them  and  it  was  a  worthwhile  trip. 

Pres.  Osborn  commented  on  the  success  of  the  Substance  Abuse 
Conference  and  that  it  was  attended  by  90  or  more.  It  was  a 
great  session.  He  further  mentioned  that  the  Council  would 
continue  support  for  this  committee  because  it  seems  there  will 
be  a  greater  need  in  the  years  to  come  because  we  can  not  get  a 
control  over  drugs.  There  has  always  been  a  need  for  service  for 
the  alcohol  abuser. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  involvement  in  Savings  Bond  kick  off.  He 
commented  on  it  being  a  worthwhile  program  both  investing  long 
term  or  short  term. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  his  work  with  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer,  who  is  in 
Nevada  on  Union  Business,  and  others  on  Workers  Comp  -  it  is 
moving  slowly  in  the  right  direction.  What  has  to  be  looked  at 
is  that  700  odd  cases  are  being  heard  each  week  vs  the  old  days 
with  250  cases.  How  to  get  around  this  problem  and  what  causes 
it  is  still  being  looked  at.  It  is  frustrating  but  good  things 
are  happening.  Tom  Evers,  who  is  a  former  Exec.  V.P.  of  the 
Council  was  appointed  as  a  temporary  judge.  This  week  with  the 
full  support  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  went  up  for  a  6  year 
term.  There  is,  however,  concern  about  a  new  judge  in  the 
Springfield  area  about  his  approach  on  lump  sum  by  the  Gov.  CI. 
We  are  looking  into  it.  The  Pres.  went  onto  say  that  it  looks 
like  T.  Evers  will  be  in  and  that  Bill  Picket  who  may  have  been 
a  trade  unionist  at  one  time  is  a  union  type  rep.  -  union 
oriented  judge  and  he  is  now  an  Administrative  Law  Judge.  Judge 
Picket  sent  a  letter  saying  if  it  was  not  for  the  Council  he 
would  still  be  on  the  outside  looking  in  but  the  Council  and  the 
Advisory  Council  took  up  the  issue  that  you  do  not  have  to  be  a 
lawyer  or  a  PHD  to  service  injured  workers  or  to  interpret  the 
benefits  and  the  system  itself.  We  are  slowly  building  up  people 
who  are  friendly  to  Labor  in  this  system. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  the  Governor  asked  him  to  serve  on  a 
Citizens  Action  Committee,  MWRA.  The  task  at  hand  is  to  solve 
pollution  and  sewarage  system  problems.  With  the  guidance  of  the 
Council  the  President  suggested  inviting  Paul  Levy  to  attend  the 
Convention  and  explain  and  give  a  detailed  overview  of  these 
problems.  The  membership  should  know  and  be  aware  of  these 
problems  because  they  have  a  financial  impact  on  all  members  and 
their  families  in  the  future.  He  further  mentioned  that  we  have 
worked  out  a  good  relationship  with  MWRA.   Contracts  are  going 
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out  and  he  wants  to  go  further  by  including  more  than 
construciton .  The  overall  problem  is  cost  and  with  more 
understanding  we  can  address  the  problem  itself. 

The  President  discussed  Labor  Trustees  and  that  more  labor  people 
are  being  appointed  as  trustees  to  state  colleges  and 
universities.  He  further  mentioned  that  the  meeting  in 
Worcester  was  poorly  attended  but  worthwhile  because  there  were 
exchanges  and  ideas  on  higher  education  in  the  state. 

The  President  advised  that  the  Public  Employees  unions  came 
together  in  a  coalition  because  their  back  is  against  the  wall 
with  all  the  budget  cuts  and  the  no  tax  mania  at  all  costs.  This 
coalition  includes  Public  Employee  unions  outside  the  AFL/CIO. 
The  Pres.  mentioned  that  this  coalition  has  asked  him  to  be 
Chair.  A  study  was  done  and  legal  advisors  were  hired  and  a 
referendum  is  going  on  until  the  ballot  signatures  can  be 
collected.  We  hope  to  have  the  support  of  all  union  members  and 
we  will  get  more  information  on  the  referenda.  Thousands  of  jobs 
are  on  the  line  unless  we  stop  this  Republican/Reagan  type 
philosophy.  We  can  streamline  the  government  but  we  should  not 
cut  the  workers  that  service. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  he  was  invited  to  speak  at  the 
Wellesley  Kiwanis  Club  on  the  role  that  unions  play  in  the 
community.  The  discussion  went  well  although  when  he  opened  the 
floor  to  one  on  one  there  were  many  negative  questions  regarding 
involvement  with  Mafia  or  the  worth  of  unions.  This  gave  him  the 
opportunity  to  give  positive  remarks  and  to  speak  on  the  goodness 
and  the  importance  of  unions. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  his  meeting  with  trade  unionists  from 
southern  Africa  and  South  Africa,  Mike  Lescault,  formerly  of  the 
ILGWU,  Carl  Proper  and  representatives  from  APRI  and  the 
struggles  of  those  people. 

Pres.  Osborn  appeared  at  the  Bricklayers  Convention  which  was 
held  down  the  Cape. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  the  Council  has  endorsed  the  World  of 
Difference  Campaign  which  is  trying  to  promote  tolerance  and  to 
do  away  with  discrimination.  The  trade  union  movement  is  the 
best  form  of  non  discrimination.  There  will  be  an  outreach  to 
the  larger  unions  for  funding.  The  thrust  is  to  create 
brother/sisterhood  in  the  community. 

Pres.  Osborn  appeared  at  the  Annual  APRI  cookout  in  Marshfield. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  affiliation  and  that  the  International 
President  of  the  Letter  Carriers  and  Pres.  Sombrotto  has  been 
pitching  in  and  that  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  with  the  help  of  Rich 
Rogers  are  trying  to  bring  in  members.   Pres.  Osborn  thanked  V.P. 
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Phinney  who  was  one  of  the  first  to  be  approached  and  has  helped 
us  out.  We  need  the  help  of  all  the  Vice  Presidents  on  this 
affiliation  drive. 

The  Eastern  Food  Bank  has  been  a  worthwhile  effort.  Right  now 
they  are  running  out  of  food.  We  are  working  with  the  Community 
Services  on  this  effort.   Maine  has  sent  money  for  this  food  bank. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  ongoing  problems  because  of  funding 
with  JTPA.  It  is  either  lay  offs  or  taking  cuts  in  pay.  We  are 
constantly  meeting  with  Sec.  of  Labor  Eustace  on  this  matter. 
The  Secretary  of  Labor  has  been  invited  to  give  an  overview  of 
this  program  and  others  at  the  Council  meeting. 

Rep.  O'Leary,  who  is  the  Chair  of  a  Committee  that  handles  issues 
that  effect  Public  Employees  has  asked  to  meet  with  us  because  of 
problems  that  he  is  dealing  with.  A  committee  has  been  formed 
and  will  meet  with  him.  Also,  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  has  arranged  a 
meeting  with  Inspector.  General  Burresi  to  bring  forward  the 
problems  of  contracting  out  and  many  other  issues.  This  luncheon 
went  well  and  there  was  a  great  deal  of  input  from  union  people 
that  know  what  is  going  on. 

Pres.  Osborn  talked  about  the  Frontlash  outing  which  was  held  in 
Hopkinton  at  the  Laborers  Center.  With  the  help  of  Ann 
Weatherhead  and  Louanne  Zawodny  the  day  was  a  great  success.  The 
Frontlash  Program  under  the  direction  of  Steve  Sullivan  is  the 
center  point  of  activities  such  as  rallies  etc. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  Community  Service  Activities.  He  had  to 
come  back  from  a  meeting  in  New  York  because  of  strike 
activities.  More  State  Federations  are  moving  deeply  into 
Community  Service  activities  and  increasing  participation  because 
of  the  great  need  for  this  service  to  members.  Earle  Bengston  is 
a  full  time  state  coordinator  for  the  United  Way  and  with  the 
great  crew  we  will  be  able  to  service  our  members. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  the  Advisory  Council  continues  to 
drain  on  and  it  will  continue  to  do  so. 

Pres.  Osborn  attended  the  Building  Trades  Clambake. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  three  ongoing  strikes: 

1)  Eastern  Strikers  are  grinding  on.  The  government  and  the 
courts  are  against  these  workers.  V.P.  Burke  will  say  more  later 
on  in  the  meeting. 

2)  The  United  Mmine  Workers  are  being  helped  by  applying  pressure 
on  banks  and  by  opening  doors  etc. 

3)  The  latest  strike  is  the  NYNEX  strike.   We  were  given  the 
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pleasure  of  giving  the  welcome  and  opening  up  the  rally.  Jessie 
Jackson  was  there  and  did  an  excellent  job  of  bringing  the  issues 
to  the  forefront  -  up  with  profit  down  with  wages  -  it  was  a 
great  success.   We  have  committed  ourselves  to  this  strike. 

Dick  Howell,  V.P.  Ed  Collins  and  V.P.  Ron  Ferris  will  speak 
regarding  the  strike.  Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  there  are 
green  cards  being  passed  out  asking  people  not  to  pay  there 
telephone  bills.  The  National  has  endorsed  this  and  we  will 
promote  it.  Pres.  Osborn  discussed  donations.  The  CWA  is 
seeking  donations  and  a  P.O.  Box  in  Burlington  is  where  they  are 
to  be  sent.  The  IBEW  has  not  come  forward  on  donations  because 
they  have  a  different  policy. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  a  request  from  the  CWA.  Steve  Urly  a 
staffer  and  one  of  the  coordinators  of  the  strike  had  a  rush 
request  for  lists.  These  lists  (activists)  are  in  the  computer 
and  were  used  for  the  Quality  of  Life  Campaign.  He  did  have  a 
letter  from  Jan  Pierce  but  the  Pres.  spoke  to  Leo  Purcell  and  Leo 
wanted  to  talk  to  the  IBEW  head.  A  letter  was  sent  to  Jan  Pierce 
explaining  where  we  are  at  this  point.  The  Pres.  further 
mentioned  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  plays  different  roles  in 
different  strikes  -  sometimes  major,  sometimes  minor.  We  take 
direction  from  the  striking  union  and  do  what  they  ask.  Pres. 
Osborn  further  mentioned  that  he  will  not  take  direction  from  a 
staff  person  but  he  will  work  with  Jan  Pierce,  the  V.P.s  of  the 
Council,  John  Flynn  and  his  V.P.s. 

At  this  time  Pres.  Osborn  introduced  the  representatives  from 
CWA,  IBEW. 

V.P.  Ed  Collins,  IBEW  advised  that  IBEW  represents  the  majority 
of  NYNEX  strikers  in  N.E.  IBEW  Has  a  policy  that  the  Int'l. 
Pres.  must  sanction  and  authorize  any  fundraising  appeal  on 
behalf  of  any  IBEW  union.  At  this  point  the  strike  is  only  a 
week  old  and  the  first  week  without  a  pay  check  so  the  appeal  is 
limited  at  this  time.  IBEW  Pres.  J.J.  Barry  has  authorized 
support  within  the  IBEW.  There  has  been  a  fund  established  on 
hehalf  of  the  N.E.  IBEW  strikers  of  NYNEX.  Because  the  strike  is 
only  a  week  old  the  IBEW  feels  that  they  should  not  be  soliciting 
right  now  because  the  Eastern  and  Mine  Workers  Strikers  are  more 
worthy  of  the  limited  funds.  If  the  strike  continues  they  will 
then  ask  for  assistance. 

V.P.  Ron  Ferris,  CWA  addressed  the  Council  at  this  time:  He 
mentioned  that  CWA  has  put  together  a  card  asking  people  not  to 
pay  their  phone  bills.  He  explained  the  billing  process  of  the 
telephone  company.  They  are  looking  to  hit  N.E.  Telephone  and 
NYNEX  in  the  pocket  and  by  not  paying  phone  bills  they  will  not 
get  the  monthly  funding  they  would  normally  get  from  customers. 
He  further  advised  that  a  fund  has  been  set  up  in  the  Burlington 
office  to  assist  strikers  who  need  help  and  for  legal  costs  when 
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when  they  occur.  He  further  stated  that  this  is  a  strike  for  all 
workers  because  of  the  health  care  issue.  He  asked  everyone  to 
join  together  working  for  legislation  to  curtail  the  rising  cost 
of  health  care.  NYNEX  made  billions  last  year  they  do  not  need 
concessions. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  a  question  on  not  paying  bills  -  could  the 
billing  procedure  change  because  of  the  strike? 

V.P.  Ferris  explained  that  the  billing  procedure  would  not  change 
and  your  credit  rating  would  not  be  affected  either. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  wanted  to  know  if  this  applied  to  commercial 
customers. 

V.P.  Ferris  answered  it  applied  to  all  customers. 

Dick  Howell  addressed  the  Council:  The  strike  is  strong  -  CWA 
and  IBEW  are  together.  They  met  with  the  company  in  N.Y.  and 
after  being  staled  the  health  issue  is  still  on  the  table.  He 
feels  this  will  be  a  long  strike.  He  advised  that  all  they  want 
to  do  is  maintain  the  medical  plan  they  already  have,  they  are 
not  asking  for  anything  else.  He  also  advised  that  the  company 
is  working  at  a  profit  and  they  are  trying  to  eliminate  a 
liability  and  put  a  cap  on  what  they  have  to  spend.  They  are 
committed  to  working  for  legislation  on  national  health  care.  He 
emphasized  that  they  will  stay  out  for  as  long  as  it  takes  and 
appreciate  support. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  asked  if  by  keeping  the  strike  going  for  weeks 
is  it  bargaining  strategy  for  the  company  -  will  this  in  turn  pay 
the  health  care  costs? 

Dick  Howell  answered  that  if  this  is  a  bargaining  strategy  and 
the  issue  comes  off  the  table  that  is  alright  too. 

V.P.  Mills  asked  a  question  on  cost  sharing. 

Dick  Howell  advised  that  in  1986  cost  sharing  was  negotiated  out 
of  the  contract.  The  contract  was  signed  and  then  the  company 
put  out  a  benefit  book.  In  the  book  an  auditor  statement  said 
this  would  be  part  of  the  negotiations  in  1989.  Everything  in  a 
contract  is  open  for  negotiations.  The  company  understood  that 
they  were  coming  back  after  cost  shifting. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  asked  if  there  was  a  difference  in  a  right  to 
work  state. 

Dick  Howell  answered  that  there  was  a  difference  because  it  would 
be  a  depressed  area. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  asked  if  members  had  applied  for  unemployment 
benefits. 
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Dick  Howell  answered  that  they  had  applied  but  it  would  be  up  to 
the  state  if  it  was  granted. 

V.P.  Phinney  questioned  other  areas  on  strike. 

Dick  Howell  explained  the  other  areas  and  the  issues  of  that 
strike. 

1)  Ameriteck  is  out  because  of  lump  sum. 

2)  Southwest  Bell  is  out  because  of  lump  sum  and  high  deductible 

3)  Bell  Atlantic  is  out  because  of  cost  shifting 

4)  Pacific  Bell  without  a  strike  -  cost  shifting  was  an  issue 
but  the  issue  was  negotiated  off  the  table. 

5)  AT&T  -  deductible  was  an  issue 

Dick  Howell  also  mentioned  that  he  had  asked  the  company  to  start 
a  joint  Cost  Containment  Committee  and  they  would  get  expert 
people  to  investigate  some  of  the  problems  then  they  would  go  to 
the  bargaining  table  and  state  what  would  be  needed  to  curtail 
health  costs.  If  the  joint  committee  could  not  contain  health 
care,  we  would  have  to  look  at  cost  shifting  in  1992.  The 
company  would  not  comply.  He  also  ask  to  debate  them  on  the 
television. 

V.P.  Thomas  asked  about  an  article  in  the  Boston  Globe  regarding 
payment  of  telephone  bills. 

Dick  Howell  explained  procedure. 

At  this  time  Pres.  Osborn  read  to  the  Council  members  his  letter 
to  Jan  Pierce. 

V.P.  Simmons  advised  the  council  that  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  was  not 
in  Las  Vegas  as  stated  but  in  Washington  on  Union  Business.  He 
further  advised  that  because  of  the  musicians  strike  in  Las  Vegas 
the  Painters  have  canceled  their  Convention  there. 

V.P.  Devlin  on  the  report  that  it  was  mentioned  that  we  should 
redouble  our  efforts  to  purge  society  of  Reagan/Republicans.  He 
stated  that  we  should  start  with  the  Democratic  party,  the 
Chairman  and  the  Legeslative  leaders  in  the  General  Court. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  he  had  communicated  with  Chairman 
Atkins  and  he  would  like  to  meet  with  some  people.  He  also  said 
that  the  newspaper  article  on  binding  arbitration  and  file  sub 
bid  law  was  a  lie  and  he  was  misquoted.  All  he  is  trying  to  do 
is  generate  money  for  public  employee  bargaining.  This  is  his 
position. 

V.P.  Mills  asked  if  he  had  retracted  this  statement  for  the 
record? 
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Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  he  would  like  to  invite  Chairman  Atkins 
before  the  Council.  It  is  not  a  good  situation  and  we  may  have 
to  look  for  new  direction. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  for  the  record  mentioned  that  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Democratic  State  Committee  and  he  called  and  left  a 
message  at  the  Dem.  St.  Comt.  saying  that  he  was  looking  for  a 
new  party  chairman.  Atkins  has  a  record  of  making  statements  and 
abandoning  his  friends  like  Bulger  and  others.  In  his  opinion 
Chester  is  an  opportunist. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  for  the  record  that  Chester  says  these 
statements  are  untrue. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  Report.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY/TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary/Haynes  gave  the  June  and  July  financial  report  and 
answered  questions  relating  to  it. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Financial  Report.   So  voted. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  advised  that  their  had  been  discussion  with 
Frank  Emspak  from  Center  for  Applied  Technology  for  a  $10,000 
grant  to  update  computer  files,  lists,  etc. 

The  Sec./Treas  mentioned  that  there  was  a  meeting  before  the 
Council  Meeting  with  Earl  Bengston,  the  new  labor  liaison,  Pres. 
Osborn,  other  state  labor  liaisons  and  himself.  The  issues  that 
were  discussed  were  the  campaign  and  community  services.  He 
stated  that  the  U/Way  position  is  growing  and  in  the  future  it 
will  be  a  greater  program.  He  asked  for  support  for  the  U/Way 
campaign. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  discussed  affiliations.  He  thanked  V.P. 
Phinney  for  approving  per  capita  position.  He  stated  that  there 
has  been  tremendous  luck  with  the  postal  workers, letter  carriers 
also  the  firefighters.  He  mentioned  that  Bob  McCarthy  of  the 
firefighters  has  been  a  great  help.  V.P.  Mills  was  helpful  with 
SEIU  down  the  Cape  and  V.P.  Romano  with  the  Brockton  Transit 
Union.  Meetings  have  been  set  up  with  IBEW.  The  affiliation 
drive  is  going  well. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  advised  that  the  balance  has  increased  in  the 
past  few  months. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  discussed  the  meetings  that  have  been  going  on 
with  TEAM  dealing  with  their  problems  with  the  state  on  finances. 
Pres.  Osborn  has  done  a  great  job  of  keeping  this  coalition 
together. 
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The  Sec./Treas.  advised  that  the  Drug  and  Alcohol  Program  has 
been  refunded. 

MMS  to  accept  Sec./Treas.  Report.   So  voted. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  discussed  the  Ad  Book.  He  mentioned  that  we 
have  a  contract  with  GMC  for  a  guaranteed  3  0,000  in  revenue  for 
ourself.  We  maintain  the  right  to  sell  to  our  own  affiliates  and 
some  legislative  and  political  people.  We  have  in  the  past 
raised  5  or  6,000  but  this  year  with  the  aggressiveness  of 
Maureen  Marifone  we  have  raised  $18,900.  She  is  doing  a  great 
job. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  asked  about  the  increase  on  the  price  of  the 
adds. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  advised  that  these  prices  are  in  relationship 
with  GMC. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  reported  on  U/Mass.  Engineering  Building. 
The  5  million  bid  went  to  a  non  union  company.  He  asked  the 
university  to  take  another  look  at  the  bid  and  they  put  the 
masonry  job  back  out  which  hopefully  will  excluded  the  non-union 
company  altogether.  We  have  a  good  opportunity  to  win  this  bid. 
He  mentioned  that  being  a  trustee  helps. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  discussed  the  Labor  Trustees  meeting  in 
Worcester.  There  was  a  low  attendance  but  a  good  meeting.  Mass. 
Maritime  Academy,  tuition  and  building  authority  issues  were 
discussed. 

V.P.  Devlin  questioned  the  labor  position  at  Mass.  Maritime.  He 
stated  that  if  there  was  a  merger  with  SMU  it  would  give  his 
people  50  jobs.  He  stated  that  the  issue  was  raised  at  the 
meeting  in  Worcester  and  wanted  to  know  if  a  position  was  taken 
on  it. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  there  was  a  labor  representative  on  the 

Board  of  Regents  who  voted  against  it.   He  said  that  this  was 

never  a  jobs  issue   and  that  we  had  an  opposite  view  point.  We 

are  trying  to  maintain  as  many  institutions  as  possible.  He 
suggested  a  meeting  for  all  interested  parties. 

Sec./Treas.  mentioned  that  the  Maritime  Academy  has  two  labor 
trustees  who  voted  to  maintain  the  status  and  support  the 
President  of  the  Academy.  In  this  case,  it  would  be  unlikely 
that  the  Education  Committee  or  the  trustee  group  would  overrule 
the  group. 
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V.P.  Phinney  thanked  Dir.  Foley,  Margaret  O'Connor  and  Tracey 
FitzPatrick  and  also  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  for  support  to  the 
UFCW  and  the  Trade  Union  Movement  on  this  bill.  He  stated  that 
takeover  has  a  devastating  affect  on  a  union  contract  especially 
after  ratifying  a  3  year  contract.  This  bill  will  protect  this 
from  happening.  He  stated  also  that  Bill  Conley  from  the 
Machinist  was  a  springboard  in  getting  this  through  and  because 
of  the  Eastern  situation  he  thanked  publicly  Ed  Burke. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  Sen.  Doris  is  a  help  especially  in  a 
crisis  situation  .  He  always  steps  forward.  He  further 
mentioned  that  after  all  Labor  put  forth  getting  this  bill  passed 
they  were  the  only  organization  that  the  Governor  did  not  mention 
during  the  ceremony. 

Dir.  Foley  advised  that  if  this  bill  is  challenged  that  we 
should  get  the  right  attorney  so  we  do  not  lose  the  case.  He 
also  said  we  are  in  good  shape  because  of  the  way  the  bill  is 
written  but  he  felt  it  would  definitely  be  tested  in  the  court 
sometime  down  the  line. 

V.P.  Collins  stated  regardless  of  when  the  challenge  comes  Bob 
Manning  should  file  an  Amicus  Brief. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  asked  if  this  should  be  in  the  form  of  a 
motion. 

Pres.  Osborn  requested  it  to  be  an  intent  because  we  would  have 
to  see  what  type  of  brief  and  expense. 

V.P.  Collins  made  the  motion   -  it  is  the  intent   to  review  at 
the  time  to  consider  filing  and  Amicus  Brief. 

MMS  to  to  this.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Thomas  asked  how  they  separate  the  Parenting  and  Adoption 
Bill. 

Dir.  Foley  stated  that  they  are  two  separate  bills. 

MMS.  to  accept  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

COPE  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  they  are  looking  at  purchasing  a 
statewide  computer  list  which  lists  all  towns  and  cities.  This 
list  will  cost  $65,000  but  within  three  years  we  would  get  back 
the  amount.  It  will  cost  a  couple  of  thousand  of  dollars  each 
year  to  refine  the  list.  He  further  stated  that  we  should  have 
this  list  and  it  would  put  us  in  a  power  situation.  Pres.  Osborn 
asked  for  a  motion. 
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MMS  to  have  the  Executive  Officers  to  go  into  detail  and 
possibility  to  go  forward  and  report  back  to  the  body.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  Labor  Night  at  the  Circus  on  Oct.  13. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Ken  Goldston  to  discuss  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Project. 

Ken  Goldston  stated  that  the  project  officially  started  on  July 
24th  and  that  he  is  the  single  staff  person.  This  project  is  a 
combined  effort  through  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO,  Lawremce/Haverhill 
CLC,  Lowell  CLC,  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston  and  the  Presbyterian 
of  Northern  N.E.  plus  two  community  groups.  This  project  is  the 
beginning  base  of  community  and  church  groups.  This  project  is 
set  up  so  there  is  a  coaliton  that  draws  on  religious  and 
community  groups  when  their  is  a  problem  and  they  can  act  on  a 
unified  basis.  Affordable  housing  is  a  major  issue  and  this 
project  can  get  the  construction  trades  to  get  involved  in 
housing  and  give  Labor  a  firmer  presence.  In  the  Merrimack 
Valley  there  are  maybe  3  0  internationals  that  represent  this 
area.  This  project  can  help.  This  project  can  make  a  difference 
in  the  Merrimack  Area. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  how  the  coaliton  can  be  a  great  additive 
to  the  efforts  of  the  labor  movement  and  we  will  continue  to 
support  this  project. 

A  discussion  followed  on  this  project. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Exec.  Officers  Report.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Phinney  asked  what  happened  regarding  the  flier  he  sent  on 
the  Carpenters  and  Stop  Shop. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  we  do  not  encourage  fights  between 
unions  and  this  problem  was  discussed  at  great  length. 

V.P.  Phinney  stated  that  in  the  Worcester  County  because  of  this 
kind  of  activity  they  are  having  organizing  problems.  He  further 
stated  that  this  kind  of  activity  between  unions  should  not  be 
going  on  especially  for  organizing  efforts.  The  UFCW  spent 
$200,000  on  Union  Yes  effort  and  he  is  getting  heat  from  his 
people. 

V.P.  Phinney  questioned  the  pension  grant  for  Marie  Grande. 

Pres.  Osborn  explained  that  their  is  a  benefit  for  early 
retirement  under  $25,000  and  Marie  Grande  requested  to  withdraw 
her  money. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  stated  that  it  depends  on  a  percentage  basis 
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and  it  would  have  to  be  approved  by  the  Exec.  Officers. 

V.P.  Simmons  questioned  PY  Wire  Service. 

John  Laughlin  explained  the  importance  of  this  service  and  the 
cost  factor.  Most  of  the  major  newspapers  and  electric  media 
have  this  service.  It  gets  your  story  or  your  point  of  view  out 
there. 

MMS  to  accept  Exec.  Officers  Report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Sec.  of  Labor  Eustace. 

Eustace  stated  that  they  did  not  do  bad  in  the  budget  cuts.  The 
budget  has  been  worked  out  and  there  will  be  no  lay  offs.  He  has 
visited  all  the  regional  offices  and  they  are  in  dire  straits. 
The  only  place  not  affected  in  the  Industrial  Advisory  Bd.  They 
are  still  hiring.  He  further  stated  that  they  are  in  for  a 
couple  of  bad  years.  He  also  said  by  cutting  out  of  state  and 
in  state  travel  they  will  not  have  to  lay  off  right  now. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  asked  V.P.  Thomas  about  the  Housing  Initiative 
in  Washington. 

V.P.  Thomas  stated  there  is  nothing  at  the  moment. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  the  Council  has  endorsed  the  Housing  Now 
trip  to  Washington.  Earle  Bengston  will  be  coordinating  the 
effort  and  Helen  Lynch.  This  is  to  draw  attention  from  the 
government  for  affordable  housing. 

V.P.  Ferris  mentioned  that  there  has  been  4  00  layed  off  at  AT&T 
in  Andover  and  that  V.P.  Cardinal  and  the  Dislocated  Workers 
Program  has  been  very  helpful  to  his  people. 

V.P.  Burke  thanked  everyone  for  support  during  the  long  strike. 
Unfortunately  they  will  have  to  ask  for  more  help  because  they 
are  running  out  of  funds.  He  mentioned  the  problem  with  the  air 
line  pilots  crossing  the  picket  line  after  an  overwhelming  vote 
not  to  go  back  to  work.  He  stated  because  of  a  statement  from 
Brother  Duffy  saying  he  was  trying  to  work  out  something  to  put 
the  pilots  back  to  work.  This  statement  got  pilots  to  cross  the 
picket  line  and  now  there  are  enough  working  so  the  company  does 
not  care.  He  stated  that  they  need  help  and  need  money.  He 
advised  that  there  are  two  different  campaigns  going  on.  The 
plea  right  now  is  for  Local  1776. 

V.P.  Ferris  stated  that  the  members  must  be  reminded  that  the 
shuttle  is  a  different  issue  and  that  Eastern  is  still  out. 
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Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  Pres.  Kirkland  because  the  House  of 
Representatives  has  passed  a  bill  to  take  action  to  settle  this 
strike  is  urging  affiliated  to  promote  meetings  across  the 
country  to  meet  with  the  senate   on  this  issue. 

Pres.  Osborn  mentioned  that  Ron  Martin  from  National  who  helped 
on  the  Question  Two  Campaign  has  been  appointed  Regional  Dir.  in 
Georgia. 

MMS  to  refer  the  Communications  to  the  Exec.  Officers.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.
